Before buying an animal it will 
be well to make a thorough exam- 
ination of the same. The portions 
of the body, the character of the 
skin; the length, size and nature of 
the limbs need closest scanning. 
If it is a horse, watch him when in 
motion or when at rest. If he is 
sound he will stand squarely on his 
limbs with feet firmly planted on 
the ground. Ooarseness of bone 
and angular projections of body 
are indications of inferior quality, 
The back should be short, the loins 
powerful, shoulders sloping and 
quarters long. A good cow, too, 
possesses certain physical qualities 
which indicate her value. Her 
head should be handsome, face in- 
telligent, eyes bright and full, and 
the expression docile, the neck 
short, carrying the head gracefully; 
the ears not too large and well 
cevered with fine long hair; the 
back straight and broad across the 
hips, the ribs well arched, the 
shoulders long and straight, ex- 
tending well on to the body, so as 
to form a deep round chest; the 
legs short and straight and under 
the line even; the skin soft and 
mellow to the touch, covered with 
abundant fine hair. These points 
here given are quite general and 
apply to the most of the leading 
breeds. Each breed has in addi- 
tion to these qualities some charac- 
teristic points which will be fur- 
nished upon application to the 
secretaries of the different associa- 
tions and breed books. 

While “looks” cannot always be 
depended upon, it is one of the 
chief means of judging the animal. 
It is said that one of the early 
owners of Goldsmith Maid was so 
ashamed of her looks that he led 
her to the market place through a 
back street and upon her looks she 
sold for $35. Her looks deceived 
many. Still it may be remarked 
that the skillful -horse-trainer of 


make-up some ef those qualities 
that later made her so famous; and 
this leads us to say that it requires 
a study of the characteristics of 
good animals before they are seen 
and appreciated; just as a great 
painting which at first sight has 
nothing in it to attract the ama- 
teur, but upon careful study there 
are oiten unfolded to that student 
points of beauty and power that 
at first were not believed to exist 
in the picture. 

The next point in the examina- 
tion of an animal is individual 
record. Is it a breeder; if so, what 
kind? Is its offspring strong and 
full of life and health? If a male, 
does he impress his own qualities 
upon his get, whether half or three 
quarters blood? If a cow for the 
dairy she should be a good milker; 
that is, produce the largest amount 
of good, rich milk at the lowest 
possible cost of food; the ratio of 
milk to butter produced should be 
small. . 

Again, make an examination of 
the record of the animal’s sire and 
dam; in other words, find what its 
pedigree is. Individual merit is 
important for breeding purposes. 
There are too many instances on 
record where progeny has shown 
peculiarities that did not belong to 
either sire or dam, but which were 
possessed by their remote ances- 
tors. Qualities possessed by an- 
cestors for a number of genera- 
tions may be looked for in their 
progeny with great confidence; in 
fact, it is a law of animal and plant 
life, and nature never violates her 
laws. Where exceptions occur we 
believe there is a cause for their 
occurance. The importance of 
these laws have not yet received 


due appreciation by breeders in 
general. This importance will be 
sufficient reason for making hered- 
ity the subject of our next “talk.” 

Beginners who as a rule, find 
themselves unable to determine 
the necessary qualifications of an 
animal with satisfaction, may seek 
their stock at the hands of breeders 
who are known as competent and 
reliable men. Such men can show 
them the good points about any 
kind of stock in a very short time, 
and if they sell their own it will be

The jobbers cut prices, the mer- 
chants must do it in self-protection, 
and the result ie the manufacturer 
must either pay etarvation wages 
or shut up shop. This is tae whole 
thing in a nut-shell. Nine-tenths 
of the immigrants who come to 


America land with less that $100 


in their pockets. They have heard 
of the high wages and easy living 
in this new country across the sea. 
To men who have worked for wages 
at 37 ceuts a day, the prospect of 
double that sum is alluring, to say 
the least. Good beef in England 
costs three times as much as Kan- 
sas City prime beef. Tha flour that 
is used there costs nearly one-third 
more, and most of it is American 
made at that. The Germans are 
complaining that American cheese 
is breaking up cheese-making in 
the Fatherland, notwithstanding 
that they get fheir labor there for 
30 to 40 cents a day. The Free- 
Traders shouid suppress tLe immi- 
gration statistics if they expect 
some of their statements to hold 
water. 


THE GAZEITE is indebted to Sen- 
ator Stewart for his report from the 
Military Committee on military 
affairs.

ize the various counties into co-oper- 
ative branches, and lecturing, gives 
the following interesting information. 
Mr. Douglass makes a study of the 
cases of cruelty he discovers geo 
out the State, and having a kindly 
heart for the brute creation, tells 
some terrible tales of man’s brutal- 
ity to beast. 

Fou run across a good many 
eases of cruelty, don’t you, outside 
of the large cities?“ 

„Why, ves, you'd be astonished 
at the number of cases I find. The 
honest farmer is about as cruel as 
the man in town, and then he’s 
away where he thinks nobody will 
see him or know anything about it. 
For instance, in Allen County, a 
man tried to induce a boy thirteen 
years of age to go out and steal 
some corn. The little fellow re- 
fused, and so the man resolved 
to punish him. He tied him up by 
his thumbs, and, laying his back 
bare to his waist, whipped him until 
the blood run. A daughter, younger, 
for a slight offense, was treated in 
the same way.“ And where was 
the mother?” Why, standing by, 
encouraging all this brutality. » 

‘‘Another case in the same county 
was one of horrible brutality. A 
dog was saturated with benzine, set 
on fire and started through the alleys 
and cross lots of Lima.
